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Farmers who are not already 
provided with ample grain storage 
facilities om their farms should 
get busv and provide substantial 
storage bins that will accommodate 
their entire grain supply. 

Export shipments will be small 
until conditions change, and _ it 
looks like the farmer will have to 
see that his grain is housed on the 
farm so that it will be well pro- 
tected from the elements during 
the fall and winter, 

Some scheme will no doubt be 
forthcoming from the government 
tegarding some advancement on 
gtain housed on the farm, This 
would tide over the farmer with a 
little cash until grain movements 
become more normal. 


Captain Woodside 
Appeals For Recruits 


An appeal for men to join the 
non-permanent active militia, and 
for employers to encourage their 
workéf, to do so, was voiced by 
Captain D.H. Woodside,D,A.A.G.at 
Military District 13 headquarters.

Proposals 1 Meet New 
Crop Problems Sent 
To Ottawa 


Line Elevators Set 
Forth Storage, Finance 
Plans 


Proposals made to the Dominion 
Government by Line Elevator 
Companies to meet the problem 
of storage and financing of the 
1940 wheat crop were made public 
this week by G. W. P, Heffelfinger, 
president of The North-West Line 
Elevators Aseociation. 


It a communication to the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
the Line Elevators point out that 
they are gravely concerned as to 
what_ measures may be adopted 
to take care of the situation that 
will develop this season through 
inability of farmers to deliver 
their grain, due to congestion that 
will in all probability arise shorly 
after the commencement of the 
movement of the crop. 

In regard to storage the Assoc- 
iation sets forth that the farmer 
who cannot get his grain intoa 
marketable position will be faced 
with continuing charges on his 
financial obligations and it is 
therefore urged that -in the for- 
mulation of sucha policy and pro’ 
cedure due regard to that import. 
ant fact be recorded in an in- 
"creased price based on time of de- 
livery. 

Concerning financing the crop 
the Association points out that in 


the past, the elevator trade 


through arrangements with the 
banks have financed the move 
ment. from farms through their 
elevators and they are in a posit- 
ion to continue to do so, but the 
position-of the farmer who is un- 
able to get his grain into anele. 
vator so that he can dispose of it 
or secure an advance, commands 
immediate attention and the for- 
mulation of a policy by the Gov- 
ernment before t he crop com- 
mences to move, 

The Association proposes to the 
Government that any farmer who 
had his grain properly binned on 
the farm would have the right to 
apply to the Municipal Officer for 
an advance at a minimum inter- 
est rate. The Municipal Officer 
would carefully examine the bin, 
satisfy himself the grain was in 
sound keeping condition, deter- 
mine the appreximate bushels and 
issue acash voucher to the farmer 
of a stated amount per bushel. 

The banking facilities of the 
elevator companies could be used 
for the cashing of the vouchers 
and these advances would in turn 
be honored o n presentation by 
the Wheat Board. 

This voucher form would be so 
worded as to constitute a contract
